The patient 


is a man in the employ of the American 
Telephone company who was lodging at 
the East Berlin hostelry during the work 
on the lines of the telephone company 
which were blown down by recent storms 
Ue came to East Berlin last week with a 
construction gang of 60 men from Harris- 
burg and Reading. It is quite probable 
that he is from the former city as numer- 
ous cases of the disease have been report- 
ed in the Capitol City during past weeks. 
The hotel has been placed under strict 
quarantine. 


The victim is Joseph Llynn. He has 


been employed at various places in Berks 
and Dauphin counties during the past 
several weeks. Tbirty-one persons have 
been quarantined at East Berlin and each 
is being vaccinated. As soon as the dis- 
ease was suspected by Dr. Elgin, the mat- 
ter was reported to the state health au- 
thorities 
The hotel was immediately 


quarantined and a guard stationed about 
the place. All those persons, who were 
guests at the hotel, were permitted to re- 
turn but not to leave the building. Dr

The hostile infantry advancing 
along fh" northern bank of the Lys 
was caught by tho lire of our artillery 
and was unable to develop its attack. 


"In the course of the day no less

Only tho materials and inside ap- 
pointments 
have 
been 
reduced 
to 


standards while exterior lines and or- 
nament may be modified according to 
local conditions to secure individuality 
and beauty. That is not all. 


The plans have been drawn for these 


individual family cottages with the 
idea of permanence. In so far as pos- 
sible, they will be erected at shipyard 
sites which are fairly certain to be per- 
manent. Single men are free to move 
to temporary employment for the war 
and disperse if shipyards are aban- 
doned when peace comes. 
Married 


men with families cannot do this, of 
course, so they will be assigned'to the 
permanent yards as fast as possible 
with the expectation that they may 
live there for years. 


The plans take into account not only 


the provision of homes for them when 
they arc shifted into shipbuilding to 
meet the war emergency, but the pur- 
chase of their own homes on install- 
ment payments equivalent to rent if 
(hey feel that the new locality is a 
suitable one in which to work and live, 
and bring up a family. 


Present estimates indicate that the 


family houses can be erected for con- 
siderably less than $3.000 each. This 
does not include the cost of land, nor 
has that been figured in the building 
of community houses fcr single men. 


The major part of this great build- 


ing program will have been completed 
by the 1st of July. Some idea of its 
magnitude may be given by compari- 
son with other building operations. On 
a peace time basis an equal invest- 
ment 
would build 
five Woolworth 


buildings or two Equitable buildings. 


Hearing for All Comers. 


Naturally, the magnitude of a build- 


ing program like that and the prompt- 
ness with which it must be carried 
out appeals to the imagination not only 
of the shipyard workers who are to 
live in these duellings and the Ameri- 
can citizens who are interested in 
them as part of our war program, but 
to many persons who wish to assist 
with advice, plans, inventions, and 
special schemes nnd devices for speed- 
ng up the job. To the offices where 
his program is being carefully laid 
nit have come, in the past few weeks 
nen with all sorts of proposals for 
he building of houses and dormitories 
n record time, and of many kinds of 
>mergency materials and construction. 
Those having the project in hand have 
aven a hearing to all comers, and 
noreover, gone afield themselves to in- 
vestigate promising new methods-. In 
the end, however, as the outcome of 
careful investigation and plans, these 
shipyard dwellings will be erected 
pretty much on standard lines of tried 
and proven materials with all elements 
of speed and economy centered in 
standardization of materials and large- 
scale building by well-equipped con-- 
tractors with capable organizations. 


Activity of Psychologists 


One of the Youngest of Sciences Is of Especial 


Aid to the Government 


rs\ehology, one of the youngest of the sciences, but nevertheless one 


equipped with standardized .methods of experimental procedure, is steadily 
answering the call to the colors. Eminent scientists from almost every field 
of knowledge have been gammoned to give expert advice or to render continu- 
ous service as commissioned oflicers in the army. So heavy has been the levy 
that several of the Eastern universities have been compelled to cancel all their 
courses in psychology; other institutions are offering only a bare minimum ot 
courses. The University of Illinois has been more fortunate in tins 'respect. 
While several of its psychologists have been called away, the work of the de- 
partment is pursuing a nearly normal course. 


Capt. Madison Bentley of the department of psychology has for some time 


been president of the Cleveland aviation board. His work consists mainly in 
selecting aviators and examining them for color blindness, certain spatial per- 
ceptions dizziness and general mental capacity. Prof. G. M. Whipple has also 
been asked to assist in formulating suitable mental tests for the selection of 
drafted men and for men in special lines of training. 


In addition to the recognition of necessary abilities for the service, prob- 


lems concerned wilh the localization of sounds in the air, discrimination of pro- 
jectiles by sound, and the effects of high altitudes upon the memory are being 
worked out. Prof. Christian Kuckmick. also of the University of Illinois, is 
en ing upon the committee for localization of sounds coming from any point 
in the air, under water or in the ground. Since few people have a sensitive 
ear to determine the position of an enemy gun by noting the sound of the pro- 
jectile in its course, apparatus is being worked out for such detection. 


Work in the cantonm-nts consists in the apprehending of mental defectives 


ind in noting special aptitudes of the men. In this way much waste of time 
and money for special training can be eliminated. Psychological pri.-blems of 
n<-;ipacitr, shell-shock and re-education occupy Hie attention of another com- 
.mtteo, and collaborating w ;th them is a group of psychologists who are s?tudy- 
ng probhms of vocational guidance nnd advice. Still another group has al- 
•u:dj done important work in determining nnd dcnisin- means to arc/use emo- 
tions which result in maximum service from the men.

Kite Balloons Form Very 


Important Part of Naval 


and Military War Forces 


"The observation balloon has been 


one of the important discoveries of the 
year," observes a writer in Aviation, 
w ho continues: 


"Its value is indicated by the rapid 


growth of both personnel and craft. 
It is found today on every front, and 
almost every mile of that front, for the 
excellent reason that it has proved in- 
dispensable to the modern army in the 
field. 


"The observation kite balloon, as at 


present used, was the invention of 
Captain von Sigsfeld and Major von 
I'liisi-Mil of the German army, and 
t'ie craft was constructed by the Par- 
se val Airship company. 
The British 


army got its first idea of the kite bal- 
loon from the Belgians. Early in 1913 
Squadron 
(now Wing) Commander 


Maitland was s<> much impressed by 
the excellent .service it was giving the 
Bolyi.m artillery that he laid a pro- 
I'o.-ul for similar equipment before the 
board of admiralty. This was adopt- 
ed, orders for tin? coustructii i of the 
craft were placed and the British K-B 
made its first appearance in the war 
area in the early spring of 39113. 


"As then constructed-by the British, 


the balloon was fouiVl to be consider- 
ably more reliable; than the spherical, 
being steadier ar.d more airworthy, 
and therefore more accurate in obser- 
vation. 


"Tlio great success of the first craft 


led lo a demand for more-, and the 
British naval authorities made experi- 
ments wuth t lie-in on ships at 
sea. 


More and more urgent grew the de- 
mand from both branches of the serv- 
ice', until today kitf balloons form an 
important part of be. th nauil and mil- 
itary forces. 


"The work of these craft is too wide- 


ly recognized to need re-petition, fur- 
ther than to mention the danger to 
which a captive balloon i.s exposed 
Ireim hostile airplanes. There is often 
not time enough to draw the balloon 
to the ground when an enemy machine 
appears and the only protection is a 
Iriendly airplane, ot the ever-ready 
parachute." 


O'Connor Cites History in 


Connection With TroDbles 


of the People of Ireland 


If the Irish rebellion had not been 


followed by its sequel it would have 
been by this time forgotten and con- 
demned by the vast majority of tho 
Irish people; but, as a matter of fact, 
writes T. P. O'Connor in Cartoons 
Magazine, when the rebellion was put 
down by one of those extraordinary 
blunders so often committed in the 
management of Ireland by England, 
dictatorial powers were given into the 
hands of a seildier of not particularly 
marked intelligence. He declared he 
was going to put down sedition and re- 
bellion in Ireland forever. 
Well, if 


he had read any Irish history he 
would have known that that had been 
said for six centuries. He then pro- 
ceeded, in secrecy, in the darkness of 
cells, convicting on evidence not yet 
published, these unfortunate 
young 


men, and then • taking them out in 
batches in the cold, bleak morning and 
executing them in the back yard of a 
jail. 
One of them was so severely 


wounded that he had to have planks 
put on each side of the chair on which 
he had to sit while he was being shot. 
All these executions produced a pro- 
found revulsion of feeling in Ireland 
and in America. 


Now, that is the beginning of the 


trouble in Ireland. If you read history 
you will find that there has never been 
anything so incalculable in its effects 
upon the human soul as an execution 
for an ideal.

TO BE BONE ÍM RECORD TIME 


Community 
Houses, 
Equipped 
Like 
Club, for Single Men— Homes With 
AM Modern Conveniences for 
Married Men—Standardiza­ 
tion for High Speed.

In a Jiastily . reniodtiled 
suite of 
Washington oilices today sits a man 
Mho lias a war tiislc that appeals to 
the Imagination. 
Between now and July 1 he Is to 
build iJoO.OOO.OOO worth of homos for 
workers in Uncle Sam's new .shipbuild­ 
ing army, which is being mobilized 
from the picked mechanics of every 
state In the union. 
This army will number Fomething 
like 40,000 men. 
Fifty ir'illlon dol­ 
lars invested in iiouses for a work 
force of that size gives $125 per man. 
That seems rather a limited sum of 
money with which to provide anybody 
with warm sanitary living quarters, 
having baths, hot and cold water, 
steam 
lieai, 
electric 
light, 
modern 
kitchen fadllties. and all the com­ 
fort's of home. 
Yet this man is going 
to make his $125 i.cr nian suiiicc for Originated by French Painter 
the job and carry out lils construc­ 
tion In record time. 
It 
interesting to figure with him 
a little—If you jusi remember thiit 


of the work In building a single house, 
as anyone who has paid the bills will 
know, consists In sawing, cutting, and 
fitting the material. 
Everything Cut to Fit. 
With standardization of ever^' pos­ 
sible item, most of this cutting and 
fitting will bo done In factories and 
the material shipped ready to be put 
together by carpenters ?;nd plumbers. 
Second, the cost of housing an Indi­ 
vidual was reduced to a most reason­ 
able figure. 
It Is still too early to 
give totals in dollars and cents, but 
present estimates indicate that the In­ 
vestment in these community homes 
for single workers will not exceed i?350 
per man this including living quarters, 
baths, community lounges for each 
club of 25 men, kitchen and mess-hall 
facilities, heating and lighting—every- 
liing. 
If all the housing appropria­ 
tion for sliipworkcrs were spent on 
these 
community 
dwellings 
lumies 
would be provided for about 125,000 
men, or nearly one-third the whole 
emei’gency shli)building arni3\ 
But many of the new shipworkers 
Mill be married men with families, and 
for them separate dwellings are being 
built. 
Something like 50 types of five, 
six, and seven room cottages liave been 


studied and rednced to standnni* in 
tho same way. 
Everything is caku 
lated for quick, economlcaU durable 
construction. 
Each separate dwelling 
v.ill have its bathroom, heating, light 
Ing, and kitchcn equipment* 
More 
over, great pains have boon taken to 
avoid an5* appearances of standardiza­ 
tion or monotony In exterior design. 
Only tho materials and insldo ap­ 
pointments 
have 
been 
reduced 
to 
♦ 
standards \vhlle exterior lines and oi'- 
nament may be modified according to 
local conditions to secure individuailty 
and beauty. That is not all. 
The plans have been drawn for these 
Individual famllj- cottages \vith^ the 
idea of permanence. In so far as pos- 
sible^ they Mill be erected at shipyard 
.sites Miilch are fairly certain to bo per­ 
manent. 
Single men are free to move 
to temporary employment for the M^ar 
and disperse if shipyards are aban­ 
doned Mhen peace comes. 
Married 
men Mitli families cannot do this, of 
course, so they will be assigned to tho 
permanent yards as fast as possible 
with tho expectation that they may 
live there for years. 
The plans take into account not only 
the provision of homes for them Miien 
they arc shifted Into shipbuilding to 
meet tho M*ar emergency, but the pur­ 
chase of their own homes on install­ 
ment payments equivalent to rent If 
they feel that the new locality Is a 
suitable one In Miiich to M’ork and live,- 
and bring up a family. 
Present estimates indicate that tho 
family houses can be erected for con­ 
siderably less than $3,000 each. 
This 
does not Include the cost of land, nor 
has that been figured in the building 
of community houses for single men. 
The major part of this great build­ 
ing program Mill have been completed 
by the 1st of July, 
Some idea of its 
magnitude may be given by compari­ 
son Mith other building operations. On 
a peace time basis an equal Invest^ 
ment

buildings or two Equitable buildings. 
Hearing for Ail Comers. 
Naturally, tho magnitude of a build­ 
ing program like that and the prompt' 
ness M ith 
M iiich it must bo carried 
out appeals to the Imagination not only 
of the shipyard M’orkers Miio arc to 
live in these dwellings and the Ameri­ 
can citizens Miio are Interested in 
them as part of our M’ar program, but 
to many persons Miio Mish to assist 
Mith advice, plans, inventions, and 
special schemes and devices for speed­ 
ing up the job. 
To the oflices M'here 
this program Is being carefully laid 
out have come in the past feM^ M^eeks 
men Mith all sorts of proposals for 
tho building of houses and dormitories 
in record time, and of many kinds of 
emergency materials and construction. 
Those having tho project in hand have 
given a hearing to all comers, and 
moreover, gone afield themselves to in­ 
vestigate promising new methods;- In 
the end, hoM’Over, as the outcome of 
careful investigation and plans, these 
.ship3^ard dwellings 
Mill bo erected 
pretty much on standard lines of tried 
and proveil materials Mith all elements 
of speed and economy centered in 
standardization of materials and large- 
scale building by M^ell-equipped con­ 
tractors Mith capable organizations. 


Activity of Psychologists 


One of llie Youngest of Sciences Is of Especial 
Aid to the Government 


Psychology, one of tho youngest of the sciences, but nevertheless one 
equipped ^Miih standardized ^methods of experimental procedure, is steadily 
ansM’erlng the call to the colors. 
Eminent scientists from almost every field 
of knoMiedge have been summoned to give expeii a-dvice or to render continu­ 
ous service as commissioned ofiicers In the army. So heavy has been the levy 
tiiat several of the Eastern universities have been compelled to chncel all tlieir 
courses In psychology; other in«;tltutions are oiTerlng only a bare minimum oi 
courses. 
The University of Illinois has been more fortunate in this respect. 
Wiiilo several of its psychologists liave been called aM^ay, the M*ork of the de­ 
partment Is pursuing a nearly normal course. 
Capt. Madison Bentley of the department of psychology has for some time 
been president of tho Cleveland aviation board. 
Ills M’ork consists mainly in 
selecting aviators and examining them for color bllndnes.s, certain spatial per­ 
ceptions, ^lizzine.ss and general mental capacity. Prof. G. M. Whipple has also 
been asked to assist in formulating suitable mental tests for the selection of 
drafted men and for men in speciai lines of training. 
In addition to the recognition of necessary abilities for the service, prob­ 
lems concerned with the localization of sounds in the air, dlscrimlnatLon of pro­ 
jectiles by sound, and the elTects of high altitudes upon the memory are being 
M’orked out. 
Prof. Christian Iluckmlck, ahso of the University of Illinois, is 
serving upon the committee for localization of sounds coming from any point 
in the air, under M*ater or in the ground. 
Since few people have a sensitive 
ear to determine the position of an enemy gun by noting the sound of the pro­ 
jectile in its course, apparatus is being worked out for such detection. 
Work in the cantonments consists in the apprehending of mental defectives 
and In noting special aptitudes of the men. In this way much M^aste of time 
and money for special training can bo eliminated. 
PsychologTcal problems of 
inrapacitx» shell-shock and re-education occupy the attention of another com­ 
mittee, and collaborating M ith them Is a group of p'^ychologlsts M iio are study­ 
ing problems of vocational guidance and advice. 
Still anoiher group has al­ 
ready done important M*ork in determining and devising means to arouse emo­ 
tions Mhich result in maximum service from the men.

Kite Balloons Form Very 
Important Part of Naval 
and Milil'ùry War Forces 


“The observation balloon has been 
one of tho important discoveries of tho 
year,” observes a MTiter In Aviation, 
who continues: 
“Its value is indicated by the rapid 
groMih of both personnel and craft. 
It is found today on every fnmt, and 
almost every mile of that front, for the 
excellent reason that It has proved in­ 
dispensable to the modern army in the 
field. 
“The observation kite balloon, as at 
present used, M’as the invention of 
Captain von Slgsfeld and Major von 
I*arseval of the German army, and 
the craft M’as constructed by the Par- 
seval Air.ship coinpany. 
The British 
army got its first Idea of the kite bal­ 
loon from the Belgians. Early in 1915 
Squadron 
(now 
Wing) 
Commander 
Maitland M’as so much impressed by 
the excellent sersice it M’as giving the 
Belgian artillery that he laid a pro­ 
posal for similar equipment before the 
board of admiralty. 
This m^îis adopt­ 
ed, orders for tho constructlc.i of the 
craft M’ere placed and the British K-B 
made its first appearance in the M’ar 
area in the early .spring of 1C15. 
“As then constructed-by the British, 
the balloon M’as fouiVl to be consider­ 
ably more reliablei than the spherical, 
being steadier ar,d more airw^orthy, 
and therefore more accurate in obser­ 
vation. 
“TIug great .success of the first craft 
led to a demand for more, and the 
British naval authorities made experi­ 
ments Mith them on ships at sea. 
More and more urgent gi’OM^ the de­ 
mand from both branches of the serv­ 
ice, until today kite balloons form an 
important part of bc-th naval and mil­ 
itary forces. 
“The vrork of these craft is too Mide- 
ly recognized to need repetition, fur­ 
ther than to mention tho danger to 
Midch a captive balloon is exposed 
from hostile airplane.s. There is often 
not time enough to draM' the balloon 
to the ground when an enemy machine 
appears, and the only protection is a 
friendly airplane, or the ever-ready 
parachute.*^ 


O'Connor Cites History in 
Connection With Troubles 
of the People of Ireland 


If the Irish rebellion had not been 
folloM’ed by its sequel it M^ould have 
been by this time forgotten and con­ 
demned by the vast majority of tho 
Irish people; but, as a matter of fact, 
MTites T. P. O'Connor in Cartoons 
^lagazine, Miien the rebellion M’as put 
doM'n by one of those -extraordinary 
blunders so often committed in the 
management of Ireland by England, 
dictatorial poM’ers M’ere given into the 
hands of a soldier of not particularly 
marked intelligence. 
He declared he 
M’as going to put doM’n sedition and re­ 
bellion in Ireland forever. 
Well, if 
he had read any Iri.’^Jh liistory he 
M’ould have knoM’n that that had been 
said for six centuries. 
He then pro­ 
ceeded, In secrecy, in the darkness of 
colls, convicting on evidence not yet 
published, these unfortunate young 
men, and then • taking them out in 
batches in the cold, bleak morning and 
executing them in the back yard of a 
jail. 
One of them M’as so severely 
M’ounded that he had to have planks 
put on each side of the chair on Miiich 
he had to .sit Miiile he M’as being shot. 
All these executions produced a pro­ 
found revidsion of feeling in Ireland 
and In America. 
Now, that is the .beginning of the 
trouble in Ireland. If you read histoi-y 
you Mill find that there has never been 
anything so incalculable in its effects 
upon the human soul as an execution 
for an ideal.

The body was laid to rest in 
She cemetery along with the fallen heroes 
in the French and American armies. The 
grave was appropriately marked and the 
iXact location is oil file with the Graves 
Registration Service.

MOSCOW BATTLE 


Seattle Woman Tells of Plight of 


Americans in Russian 


City.

IIYE LIKE BATS EIGHT DAYS 


Describes Terrible Experiences During 


Fight Between the Bolshevik! and 


Cadets—In Very Center 


of the Battle. 


Seattle, Wash.—How Americans nuu- 


dled for eight days in the basement 
of a hotel in Moscow, Russiu, while 
the battle between the bolshevik! and 
cadets loyal to the 'government raged 
over their heads, is told in a vividly 
interesting letter received here by 
relatives of Mrs. Helen Meserve, for- 
merly of this city, who has spent the 
last three and one-half years with her 
husband in Russia. 


Harry Meserve, her 
husband, is 


representative of the National City 
bank of New York in Petrograd and 
Moscow. 


"Living like rats and running from 


place to place to avoid the bullets of 
the machine guns and the shells of 
the larger guns," Mrs. Meserve says, 
"was an experience she hopes never 
to undergo again." 


The first part of her letter is dated 


November 17, 1917. at Moscow. 
It 


says: 


"Yesterday we were able to leave 


the hotel in Moscow and are now at 
the 
French 
military 
headquarters. 


For eight days we were under bom- 
bardment and for three hours the 
guns of the anarchists were turned 
directly on the Hotel National, where 
great damage was done. 
All the 


windows were broken and the walls 
torn by the big shells. 


Like Rats in Cellar. 


"The last few days we lived like 


rats in the cellar, running froiia place 
to place to safe shel^r. 
During all 


the bombardment we did not take our 
clothes off and sat up two nights." 


Four days later the letter was con- 


tinued at the Hotel d'Europe in Pe- 
trograd. The letter continues: 


"We arrived here yesterday in a 


Red Cross train and are leaving for 
home just as soon as we possibly 
can get out. I will try and tell a lit- 
tle more abotit our 
experiences in 


Moscow. 


"The firing began at ten o'clock at 


night. At first only a few shots were 
fired. There was positively no warn- 
ing any kind, as we knew the gov- 
ernment had been taken over by the 
bolsheviki (this party is composed of 
anarchists and socialists, the former 
In great majority). 


"Our rooms, were on the corner of 


the hotel and our windows were rid- 
dled with bullets while we were dress- 
ing early in the morning preparatory 
to leaving. 


"We were in the very center of the 


battlefield. 
The fight was between 


the bolsheviki and the cadets, the lat- 
ter standing by the government and 
the former trying to overthrow it. 
There was very little to eat in the 
hotel, and again the Red Cross men 
came to our rescue and we did our 
own cooking. 


"On Sunday the cadets took posses- 


sion of the hotel. 
On Monday the 


bolsheviki began to fire on it with 
rifles only. 
Nearly all the windows 


were broken and we lived in the halls. 
On Tuesday the big guns were turned 
immediately on us and the two upper 
stories destroyed. The big gun firing 
continued for three long and horrible 
hours. 


Cadets Driven Out. 


"The en-tire hotel became so filled 


with smoke and gas it was difficult to 
breathe, and we could scarcely see 
ten feet away. 


"The firing 
from 
the anarchists 


drove the cadets from our hotel, and 
on Tuesday night the anarchists took 
possession. 


"The battle continued for four days 


more, the bolsheviki firing from our 
hotel and the cadets firing back. On 
Wednesday the firing was so heavy 
that the halls were not even safe, and 
we went to the cellar, where we stayed 
a couple of days and nights. 


"It was not only the firing—that 


was expected—but the bolsheviki had 
demanded the keys to the wine cellar, 
which had been refused. 
No one knew 


when they might use force and get 
them. ' You cannot Imagine what aw- 
ful looking people these men are. A 
large part seemed to be deserters from 
the army, and they looked as If there 
was nothing they would stop at. 


"Finally the firing seemed to dimin- 


ish, and on Saturday we learned the 
cadets had been defeated."

Seattle, Wash.—How Americans nuu- 
dled for eight days in the basement 
of a hotel in Moscow, Russia, while 
the battle between the bolshevlkl and 
cadets loyal to the government raged 
over their heads, is told in a vividly 
Interesting letter received here by 
relatives of Mrs, Helen Meserve, for­ 
merly of this city, who has spent the 
last three and one-half years with her 
husband in Russia. 
Harry Meserve, her husband. Is 
representative of the National City 
bank of New York in Petrograd and 
Moscow. 
“Living like rats and running from 
place to place to avoid the bullets of 
the machine guns and the shells of 
the larger guns,** Mrs. Meserve says, 
“was an experience she hopes never 
to undergo again.** 
The first part of her letter Is dated 
November 17, 1017, at Moscow. 
It 
says: 
“Yesterday we w^ere able to leave 
the hotel in Moscow and are now at 
the 
French 
military 
headquarters. 
For eight days we were under bom­ 
bardment and for three hours 
the 
guns of the anarchists were turned 
directly on the Hotel National, where 
great damage was done. 
All the 
windows were broken and the walls 
torn by the big sliells. 
Like Rats In Cellar. 
•T^he last few days we lived like 
rats in the cellar, running froiia place 
to place to safe shel^?r. 
During all 
the bombardment we did not take our 
clothes off and sat tip two nights.** 
Four days later the letter \vas con­ 
tinued at the Hotel d*Europe in Pe­ 
trograd. 
The letter continues: 
“We arrived here yesterday in a 
Red Cross train and are leaving for 
home just as soon as we possibly 
can get out. I w^ll try and tell a lit­ 
tle more about our experiences in 
Moscow. 
“The firing began at ten o’clock at 
night At first only a few shots were 
fired. There was positively no warn­ 
ing any kind, as we knew the gov­ 
ernment had been taken over by the 
bolshevlkl (this party is composed of 
anarchists and socialists, the former 
in great majority). 
“Our rooms were on the corner of 
the hotel and our windows were rid­ 
dled with bullets while w^e w^ere dress­ 
ing early In the morning preparatory 
to leaving. 
“We were in the very center of the 
battlefield. 
The fight was between 
the bolshevlkl and the cadets, the lat­ 
ter standing by the government ajid 
the former trying to overthrow It. 
There was very little to eat In the 
hotel, and again the Red Cross men 
came to our rescue a n d ’we did our 
own cooking. 
“On Sunday the cadets took posses­ 
sion of the hotel. 
On Monday the 
bolshevlkl began to fire on it with 
rifles only. 
Nearly all the windows 
were broken and we lived In the halls. 
On Tuesday the big guns w^ere turned 
Immediately on us and the two upper 
stories destroyed. The big gun firing 
continued for three long and horrible 
hours. 
Cadets Driven Out. 
“The entire hotel became so filled 
with smoke and gas it was difficult to 
breathe, and we could scarcely see 
ten feet aw^ay. 
“The 
filing from the anarchists 
drove the cadets from our hotel, and 
on Tuesday night the anarchists took 
possession. 
“The battle continued for four days 
more, the bolshevlkl firing from our 
hotel and the cadets firing back. 
On 
Wednesday the firing was so heavy 
that the halls were not even safe, and 
we w^ent to the cellar, wiiere we staygd 
a couple of days and nights. 
“It was not only the filing—that 
w»as expected—but the bolshevlkl had 
demanded the keys to the wine cellar, 
wiilch had been refused. No one knew 
wiien they might use force and get 
them. ' You cannot Imagine what aw­ 
ful looking people these men are. 
A 
large part seemed to be deserters from 
the army, and they looked as If there 
w^as nothing they would Gtop at. 
“Finally the filing seemed to dimin­ 
ish, and on Saturday we learned the 
cadets had bpen defeated.'*

England, March 20, 1918. 


Dear mother, 


Received your very interesting letter 


of Feb. 2 today, just after coming in off 
guard and, believe me, if its eyer inter- 
esting to receive mail, it is then, for I 
never think as ruuch of home ae when I 
am patrolling, say between 1 and 3 a. m. 
while it is raining as it did last night. 
I 


came off dnty at 7 this morning and went 
to the Y. M. C. A., read the London pa- 
pers there for our benefit, and wrote a let- 
ter to Phila and when I came back I had 
two letters—one from you and one from 
Sis. Your's follow in consecutive dates 
while Regina's is a week earlier than the 
last one I received. 
That is why I am 


numbering the letters and want yon do 
likewise. I have answered your letter of 
Jan. 28 some days ago and 
I guess you 


have it by now. Don't mention the meat- 
lees days to me, here they are managed 
for sore.

Kepulatiuc: the laying: of W ater Main.s withhi 
the Borough of New OxfortI, Adams County,

suffering 


from a shortage of teachers. Men and 
women in noticeable numbers, reports 
from different sections say, are re- 
signing their positions In the schools 
to take up other kinds of work. But 
the worst of the situation, as It Is ex- 
plained by Dr. William H. Allen, who 
has been a leading student of school 
problems for ninny years. Is the cer- 
tainty of a greatly increased shortage 
in the future, as evidenced by the fall- 
ing off fn enrollments in teachers' 
training schools. 


"There never was a time when good 


public school teachers were needed 
as they are now and as they will be 
in the immediate future," said Doctor 
Allen. "The whole problem of Amer- 
icanization and training for citizen- 
ship, as it must bp met in the ele- 
mentary public schools, is fundamen- 
tal, yet from all over the country we 
hear of the failure of young men and 
women to register in the training 
schools. 
We are approaching a cri- 


sis." 


From Iowa comes the report thnt 


100 schools have no teachers at all. 
In Philadelphia us many substitutes 
are necdc-d in a month this winter as 
arc- ordinarily employed in the 
full 


school year. 
Men have gone to the 


war, and woman teachers are resign- 
ing constantly. Cincinnati reports the 
fear of a teacher famine. 


P. P. Claxton, United States com- 


missioner of education, reports: "The 
shortage is constantly increasing and 
is embarrassingly large in some 
tions."

New York.—The United States is 
facing a famine of public school teach- 
ers. 
The schools in various parts of 
the 
country 
are 
already 
suffering M X * 
from a shortnge of teachers, Men nnd 
women in noticeable numbers, reports 
from different sections say, are re­ 
signing their positions In the schools 
to take up other kinds of work. 
But 
the worst of the situation, as it is ex­ 
plained by Dr. William II. Allen, who 
has been a leading student of school 
problems for many years, Is the cer­ 
tainty of a greatly Increased shortnge 
in the future, as evidenced by the fall­ 
ing off in 
enrollments in teachers' 
training schools. 
“There never was a time when good 
public school teachers were needed 
as they are now nnd as they will be 
In the Immediate future,” said Doctor 
Allen. “The whole problem of Amer­ 
icanization and training for citizen­ 
ship. as it must he met In the ele­ 
mentary public schools, Is fundamen­ 
tal, yet from all over the country we 
hoar of the failure of young men and 
women to register in 
the training 
schools. 
We are approaching a cri­ 
sis." 
From Iowa comes the report that 
1(10 schools have no teachers at nil. 
In Philadelphia as many substitutes 
are needed in a month this winter as 
are ordinarily employed in the full 
school year. 
Men have gone to the 
war, and woman teachers are resign­ 
ing constantly. Cincinnati reports the 
fear of a teacher famine. 
P. P. Claxton, United States com­ 
missioner of education, reports: 
“The 
shortage Is constantly increasing and 
is embarrassingly large in some sec­ 
tions."

Last eve Lawrence received 
a box of cats Irom the States and right 
away we boys got busy on it. 
1 don't 
know w’hen anytljing tasted as good as 
the eals from the States. 
A box of home 
made candy and some American t bacco 
or cigareTles wiJl be very acceptable, as 
we can't get American brands here. Law­ 
rence received several copies of the New 
Oxford Item and we fairly devoured them 
for news from home. 
March 16 —Yesterday our squadron re 
ceived its firet mail from the States and 
there was more excitement than we have 
on pay day.
